Bill .Before Legislature 


for Revocation of St. 
Ry. Locations 


Eighty cities and towns of eastern 


Massachusetts are now before the pub- 
'iic 
service 
commission 
protesting 
against being compelled to pay six-cent 
street car fares and there has been filed 
in the legislature a bill providing for 
the revocation of the location of street 
railways. .Under this bill there is no 
disturbance of any of the present con- 
.dltlons as long as the five-cent fare is 
.not raised. The bill: 
Section 1. Section sixty-six of Part 
III of chapter four hundred nnd sixty- 
three of. the acts of the year nineteen 
hundred and six, as amended, is hereby 
amended by adding at the end thereof 
the following: It shall be the duty of 
said board of aldermen or selectmen, of 
their own motion, to revoke, and o£ 
the .public service commission to ap- 
prove of tha revocation, of the location 
of every street railway company which 
shall establish or collect a rate of fare 
in any single fare zone in any city or 


" town withio the commonwealth. In ex- 
cess of five cents, or which shall short- 
en the limits of such fare zones or shall 
abolish or materially modify 'to 
the 
prejudice of the traveling public any 
free transfer privilege in such single 
fare zones as the same now exist. In 
no case, however, shall such revocation 
take effect in a less 
time 
than- six 
months, rior shall action be take-n by 
the mayor and aldermen or selectmen 
until after the expiration of thirty days 
from the date of a notice, mailed post- 
age prepaid to the president of such 
street railway company and signed by 
the clerk of said city or town, setting 
forth such 
intended revocation 
and 
plainly specifying the grounds and pro- 
visions of. law on which the same is to 
be made. Upon the request in writing 
o£ said street railway company, or of 
any .stockholder therein, the mayor and 
aldermen, or selectmen, shall grant a. 
hearing, but for the sole 
purpose of 
determining or verifying the existence 
•of cause as hereinbefore provided for 
revoking said location. The foregoing 
provisions shall be deemed mandatory, 
and in case the mayor and aldermen. 
Or selectmen, or public service commis- 
sion, omit or refuse to proceed in ac- 
cordance therewith, any justice of the 
supreme judicial or the superior courts 
may, on petition of ten registered vot- 
ers of said city or town, issue an order 
commanding said mayor nnd aldermen 
or selectmen to proceed as herein di- 
rected.—so that said section shall read 
as" follows: 
Section *£. The board of 


aldermen of a city or the selectmen of 
a town, after the expiration of one year 
from the opening for UFO of a street 


railway in their city or town, and after 
public notice and a hearing as pro- 
vided in section .seven, if the public 
necessity and convenience in the use of 
the streets so require, may, for good 
and sufficient reasons to be stated In 
the order therefor, revoke the location 
of a street railway In any highway or 
street in said city or town: but unless 
within thirty days after such order of 
revocation the company consents there- 
to inwriting, such order shall not be 
valid until approved by the board" 01 
railroad commissioners after public no- 
tice and a hearing. Upon the upprova 
of such order of revocation the com- 
pany shall remove the railway in con- 
formity with such order and shall pu 
the surface of streets which has been 
disturbed by euch removal into as goot 
condition as the adjacent surface o 
said streets. 
If the company neglects 
to comply with such order after thiL't> 
days' notice of the approval thereol 
the board of aldermen or the selectmen 
may cause it to be executed and thi 
work to be done at the expense of th 
company, and such expense shall b 
recovered In an action of tort. It shal 
be the duty of said board of alderme 
or selectmen, of their own motion, t 
revoke, and of the public service com 
mission to approve of the revocation 
of the location of every street railwa 
company which shal) establish or col 
lect a rate of fare in any single far 
zone in any city or town within th 
commonwealth, in excess of'ftve cent 
or which shall shorten tho limits o 
such fare zones or shall abolish or m: 
terlally modify to the prejudice of th 
traveling public a'ny free transfer pri\ 
liege in such single fare zones as th 
game now exist.

shall such revocation take effect In a

special or general law of the common-

shall be under tho same supervision of

Subject to the approval of said com-

men may amend such .-location in ac-

public notice and a hearing shall be 
riven as hereinbefore provided in the 
case of an original application for a 
ocation; and thereafter the board of 
railroad commissioners may, as a part 
of the original proceedings before it. 
certify that such location so amended 


consistent with the public interests." 


A location so certified to be consistent 
with the public Interests shall be tho 
true location, if, -within (thirty) sixty 
days after the issue of notice of said 
certificate to the company (a majority 
of the directors), it shall file a written 
acceptance of such location executed In 
accordance with Its by-laws or a vole 
of Its directors with the board of al- 
dermen - or 
selectmen. 
A 
location 


granted hy a board of aldermen or se- 
lectmen, but refused certification liere- 
umler by the boanl of railroad commis- 
sioners, or not accepted as hereinbefore 
provided, shall be void. Such location 
shall also be void if the certificate of 
incorporation of 
the 
street 
railway 


company Is not issued and its organ- 
ization is not completed within eigh- 
teen months after said issue of said 
notice of eaid certification, or if appli- 
cation for said certification is not made 
to the board of railroad commissioners 
within thirty days after the grant of 
said location by the board of aldermen 
or selectmen. If In any city or town 


mission, such city or town may lease or 
sell such rights and property to any 
company authorized under the laws of 
this commonweallh to operate a street 
railway. 
Section 5. 
For the purpose of ac- 


quiring the property of any street rail- 
way under the- provisions of section 
three ot this act, a city or town shall 
have authority to borrow, In excess ot

limit of indebtedness,

Independence with the guarantee- that 
we will stand behind it, the last state 
of our relations with the Orient may 
be worse than the first. The great war 
has made many things look different,
